He was very grateful for the records looked at them and coramentad that the first 

t^b. were very popular in the USSR, but that he has never heard of the third, 

I told him that Monic is Yery vrell knovm here and vary popoilar. When I gave him the 

jLife magazine he said that h e saw it already and said that this was the issue 
wh are there was a story about iiLureuv. I said yes, and asked him what he thought of 

the story, he said that he had no comment. Then when I gave him the book he gladly i 

took it and asked me who the author was, I said, that I wasnt fariiiliar with IrLm. 

but that -the booi: was an excellant one and that I i^ought that he vrould like it. 

He said that it vrould be very nice if v.ro could v;rite to each other v^hen he 

returns home to Leningrad, and said that he vrould give me his address. He pulled 

out a medal of a ruonument to Pusl.il:.in froia Leningrad and said tliat this is- all 
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that he had from Lerxiigrad and asked me to tairo it. Then he took o-at a book 

end a piece of hotel stationar^'-j and irrcte me liis address, he then asked me 

to ’.;rite him r.17 e4j?-e«'e address and that v/e could write to each other, he atso 

gave me lais telephone -in Leningrad, and asked me to call Ijim vdien I cone to 

Leningrad, He asked no to v/rite my number dovm and i;hen he comas to Aaeriga again he'. 

I coimaented 

on tins and asKed IxL ' l how he enjoyed the book, he first ,v;as surprised that I 

noticed it, said that it was a very interesting book and liid it, together 

\7ith ay address, in a shelf, G, tlnn said that it v/as hot in the room and that 

it would be better if we went outside, I agreed and vs \rent fdr a v;alk. 

Outside I asked him, what he thought of the recent chan gos in th e govt, of the 

USSR, iiE said that he didnt know for sure, biit that when he returns ho-ne to the 

Soviet Union, he mil be told all th at there is to knew, I rasntioned the, charges 

against Kliruschev that appeared in the Soviet press, and asked hi n wiiat he yfof th eni. 

He said that I probablr- mean, the charges of nepotism, putting liis son in law as 

editor of Isvestia and so on, and he laughed and treated tins whole affair as a Joke. 

I said that there were cliarges of a personality cult of Khruschev, he smiled but 

did not vrant to talk about these matters, G, asked me if he could buy a good 

pair of boots in Nev/ York to take home v;ith him to Leningrad, I said tli-'t there 

are good stores such as Orbach s and Macys, he said that Macys is for the cormmon 

nan and that he w'ants soi'.ietlri,ng of cpaality, I said ttiat there arc good stores on 

5th ave, and tliot 'Wo could go and look.

Me sugessted a ta:d., I told bJ.:: that I did not have the money folT a ta:ci, but he 
said that I ;ras not too worry because he had plenty, I asked liira how much is he 
paid for his perfornan ces in Araerica. G, said 12-16 dollars a performance, I 
comraented. that t'nis is very little, he said that vfhen they return to Leningrad 
they iMll recieve a lump sum for all the monthe they v/ere away, V/e reached the 
hotel, I gave his packages to the bell boy and v/e went to the Garden, There G, 
arranged for me to have a seat for the perfo rman ce, and asked me to call, him 
agai n, 

C012-1EITT, Durihg our shopping trip G, spent liis, money very loosely, 
all together 60 dollars, Ke also had plenty of money v/ith 
him for the taxi, and around $40 left over, this surprised 
me because before he did not have ee© sj^ch funds, he told 
me that they got paid after each performance, an d recieve 
a lump sum onl y when they return to Leningrad, 



G, asked mo to call again, and we agreed to meet again before ho left for home
